One of every 12 farmers operat- 
ing in Alberta today is a veteran | 
of Warld War 2 established under | 
the Veterans’ Land. Act. In ad- 
‘ dition, close to 1,000 ex-service- 
men in the Province are “part- 
time farmers” who since discharge 
have become VLA small holders. 

During the past. three years, 
VLA has become one oftne largest 
mortgage companies in the count- 
ry—and, statistics prove, one of, 
the soundest. financially. Over $30 
millions have been invested in 
land, buildings; stock and equip- 
ment by VLA on behalf of 6637 
Albefta veterans. Roughly, two- 
thirds of that taxpayers’ money 
must be repaid before the veter- 
ans receive title to their proper- 
ties. 

These days, VLA ‘officials in the 
Edmonton Veterans’ Affairs Build- 
ing are working overtime to cope

Foreign Body i in the Ear. Channel | 

If an insect is in the ear channel, fill the ear with olive oil, when the insect will float and may be removed. Other- . 
wise make no attempt to treat a patient with a foreign body in the ear, but take him to a doctor as soon as possible; 
attempts to remove the foreign body may lead to fatal consequences. If a child cannot be induced to keep the fingers from 
the ear, tie his hands down to prevent his pushing the foreign body further. Never syringe or probe the ear.

Pins, and other small, sharp objects, may be accidentally: swallowed: Give nothing by the mouth, but take sie patient 
to a doctor at once, Smooth objects such 4 coins or buttons need not cause alarm. :

TAXATION IS A MATTER whic of interest to almost every citizen 
since in recent years income and other taxes have been a considerable item 
in the budgets of most Canadians. During the war, the need for increased 
revenue was obvious, and there were few who questioned the necessity for 
them to contribute through taxés to the support of Canada's war effort. 
While there have been reductions in income taxes and in some other fields 
of taxation recently, it appears unlikely that they will ever again reach 
pre-war levels, Recent figures issued by*the Canadian Bureau of Statistics 
on the cost of maintaining the Federal government show that there has 
been a tremendous increase in the past ten years, In the year ending last 
March 31, there were 118,370 Federal civil servants and their annual salar- 
ies totalled $226,790,000,

In 1938, there were only 44,143 civil servants and 
Now Less Than their. annual payroll was $66,880,000. This was 

; calculated by the Bureau to show that in the ten 
In Peak Years years -between 1938 and 1948 there had béen an 
increase in the number of employees of 268 per cent., and in the salary 
costs of 339 per cent. It was pointed out that these figures do not include 
revenue: postmasters, en:ployees paid by the hour, .and those working for 
crown corporations. While at present the number of employees is consid- 
erably less than it was in the peak years of 1946 and 1947, it is higher than 
it was before the war, and it is expected that the cost will be higher ‘this 
year, due to increases in the salaries of civil servants. The rise in the num- 
ber of government employees at this time is said to be due to the expand- 
ing activities of the Unemployment Insurance Commission, the Department 
of National Health and Welfare ‘and the Department of Veterans .Affairs.

All requests for an extension of 
the migratory bird season have 
been turned down by. the chief of 
the Dominion Wildlife Service, ac- 
cording to Hon. N. E. Tanner, Min- 
ister of Lands and Mines. 

Control of bag limits and season 
for shooting migratory birds is a 
federal responsibilty and regula- 
tions are set up by the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Resources, Ot- 
tawa. Requests received by the Al- 


'|/berta’ Department of Lands and 


Mines have accordingly been re- 
ferred to the wildlife service of 
the senior body in an endeavor to 
have the extension granted. 

In rejecting the requefts the 
Federal officer explained that Al- 
berta alréady had been granted a 

ting season than. either 
the adjoining 
state of Montana. Saskatchewan 
this sear was divided into two 
zones and within each allowed 45 
days including Sundays, for shoot- 
ing of migratory birds. Alberta! 
was divided into four zones and 
allowed 50 days, including Sun- 
days. Bag limit in each province 
was set at eight ducks and five 
geese per day. In Montana, only 
28 days of shooting have been al- 
lowed by the Federal Department 
at Washington with a bag limit of 
five ducks and four geese.
